ARTHUR    C.    DOVE 


was  born  in  Canandaigua,  New  York,  on  August  2,  1880.  He  attended  public  and 
private  schools,  spent  two  years  at  Hobart  College,  and  after  two  years  at  Cornell, 
was  graduated  from  that  university.  Although  he  had  painted  since  he  was  nine 
years  old,  it  was  not  until  he  went  to  Paris  in  1907  that  he  devoted  himself  entirely 
to  the  development  of  his  talent.  He  returned  to  this  country  in  1908.  After  seeing 
some  of  Dove's  paintings  in  1910,  Alfred  Stieglitz  had  one  of  them,  "The  Lobster" 
(included  in  the  current  exhibition)  hung  af  "291,"  the  gallery  he  sponsored  at  that 
time.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  association  of  these  two  men  which  continued 
until  Stieglitz'  death  last  year.  In  1912,  Stieglitz  gave  Dove  his  first  one-man  show. 
From  then  on,  with  few  exceptions,  Dove's  paintings  were  exhibited  each  year  in  the 
various  Stieglitz  galleries,  his  last  exhibition  being  held  in  the  Spring  of  1946.  For 
some  years  after  his  return  from  France,  Dove  lived  in  Westport,  Conn.,  supporting  him- 
self with  chicken-farming  and  lobster-fishing  as  well  as  painting.  From  1920  to  1932, 
he  lived  on  Long  Island;  from  1932  to  1938,  at  his  family  home  in  Geneva,  N.  Y.; 
from  1938,  until  his  death  on  November  22,  1946,  in  Centerport,  Long  Island.  He  was, 
until  1930,  an  illustrator  of  popular  magazines,  such  as  "McClure's",  "Judge",  the  old 
"Life".  Dove  is  represented  in  the  collections  of  the  Phillips  Memorial  Gallery,  the 
Museum  of  Modern  Art,  the  Smith  College  Museum,  the  Springfield  Museum,  the 
Wichita  Art  Museum,  the  University  of  Minnesota,  the  Department  of  State,  the 
Encyclopaedia      Britannica,      and      the      International      Business      Machines      Corporation.
